Ns The reliability of an estimated percentage, computed by using sample data for both 
numerator and denominator, depends upon both the size of the percentage and the size of the denominator, 
Percentages quoted in this bulletin, and any other percentages calculated from figures presented herain, 
have generally somewhat lower standard errors (proportionally) than have the estimates which form 2%e 
numerators of the percentages, particularly where the percentages are large, 


10, As the standard errors in Tables A and B show, the smatler the estimate the higher is the 
relative standard error. Very small estimates would thus be subject to such high standard errors 
(relative to the size of the estimate) as to detract seriously from their value for most reasorable uses. 
In the tables in this bulletin, estimates less than 4,000 have not beer shown, Although figures for these 
smal! components can be derived by subtraction, they should not be regarded as ~<liab!e, 


11, The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is measured by the standard ercor, 
should not be confused with inaccuracies that may occur because of imperfections in reporting by inter- 
viewers and respondents, Inaccuracies of this kind are referred to as the non-sampling error, and they 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a full count or only a sample, Every effort is made to 
reduce the non-sampling error to a minimum by careful design of questionnaires, intensive traiaing and 
supervision of interviewers and efficient operating procedures, _
